REPORT OE THE COMPTROLLER AND AUDITOR GENERAL. 

(1) With reference to paragraph 4 of the Report on these Accounts for 1909-10, 
the Treasury have now directed that it shall he stated in future estimates that the 
unexpended balances of the Grants under section 7 (2), as specified in Part I. of the 
Third Schedule to the Act, are not liable to surrender. 


Building Grants. 

(2) The Irish Universities Act, 1908, section 7 (3), requires the approval of the 
Treasury for all advances out of Sub-Head B, and under Treasury decision only so 
much may be charged as proves to have been expended by the several governing 
bodies with Treasury approval. 

Certain advances, amounting to 9,752/. 14s\, made without such approval, have 
been excluded from the Account of the Vote “ Universities and Colleges, Ireland,” 
hut are included in these Accounts and remain in the hands of the several governing 
bodies to he used in reduction of subsequent grants. 

Assets of the late Royal University. 

(3) The Dublin and Belfast Commissioners by a joint scheme issued under 
section 14 of the Act, directed that the property of the late Royal University ho 
transferred to the National University and Queen’s University, Belfast. 

Certain advances have been made during the year to meet accruing liabilities in 
respect of prizes, &c., awarded by the late University, and the remainder of the 
property, it is understood, will be transferred in 1911-12. 

The transfers to the National University during the year having been omitted 
from the Accounts, I referred the Registrar to section 7 ((>) of the Act requiring all 
receipts and expenditure to he included, and requested that as it was too late to 
include them in the present year’s accounts, they should be included in those 
for 1911-12. 


Bension Funds. 

(4) Included in the Accounts for Queen’s University, Belfast, is a sum of 
461/. 2s. Qd., representing 10 per cent, calculated on the normal salaries of “ non- 
existing officers,” and accrued Bank interest, set aside to form a Superannuation 
Eund for those officers. 

This is in addition to the Pension Eund instituted by Ch. XXXIX. of the Statutes. 
It appeared to me that by the terms of the Statute the annual contribution of 2,600/., 
from the General Eunds, was intended to provide for all pensions, present and future, 
to Officers of the University, and I have suggested that legal opinion should be taken 
on the point. 

No Pension Eunds had been established by the National University or University 
College, Dublin, up to the 31st March 1911. 

Fee Fund. 

(5) The balances, which on the 31st March 1010 were in the hands of the Irish 
Government, have been paid over to tile several Universities and Colleges for the 
purposes specified in the Orders in Council, 11th February 1010 and 28th June 1010.
